eveloped  to  meet  domestic  demands  from  the  energy,  transportation  and 
natural  resource  industries,  Alberta’s  electronics  companies  are  now 
expanding  into  new  sectors  and  global  markets.  Instrumentation,  process 
control,  engineering  design,  electronic  assembly  and  telecommunications 
are  predominate  activities:  emerging  growth  areas  include  computing 
equipment,  photonics,  aerospace  and  medical  electronics.  From  microchip 
production  to  the  development  of  supercomputers,  from  traditional 
strengths  in  industrial  process  control  and  instrumentation,  the  electronics  industry 
is  developing  technology  applications  for  microelectronic  sensors,  fibre  optics  and 
electro-optic  imaging  systems.

Alberta  telecommunications 
manufacturers  have  moved  to  the  forefront  of  technology  and  produce  an 
increasingly  diverse  range  of  products,  including  cellular  phones,  wireless 
systems,  terminal  equipment,  digital  switches,  remote  terminal  units  for 
sophisticated  electronic  monitoring  and  office  information  services.  Goods 
manufactured  in  Alberta  are  in  high  demand  throughout  the  world,  with  nearly 
90  per  cent  of  the  province’s  telecommunications  products  currently  exported 
internationally. 

The  province’s  telecommunications  carriers  are  active  in  ensuring  Albertans  have 
access  to  new  technological  advances.  Each  incorporates  leading-edge  innovations 
into  its  networks.  A majority  of  telecommunications  services  are  offered  on  a 
competitive  basis.  The  province  supports  the  development  of  a strong 
telecommunications  industry  which  is  internationally  competitive  and  capitalizes 
on  export  opportunities.

AMC’s  Edmonton  Advanced  Research  Laboratory  specializes  in  materials  and 
device  research.  LSI  Logic  Canada  works  closely  with  the  AMC  in  developing 
custom  microchips.

The  ETC  is  equipped  with  sophisticated  testing  facilities  that  include  a large  RF 
(radio  frequency)  anechoic  chamber,  an  automated  terminal  attachment  tester,  and 
environmental  simulation  equipment  for  temperature,  humidity,  shock,  vibration, 
wind  and  rain.  This  array  of  modem  test  equipment,  allows  client  companies  to 
meet  a wide  range  of  regulatory  certification  requirements.  The  ETC  is  accredited 
by  the  Standards  Council  of  Canada,  the  Department  of  National  Defence,  the 
Department  of  Communications  Canada  and  the  United  States  Federal 
Communications  Commission.

Funded  in  part  by  the  Alberta  government,  with  support  from  the 
universities  of  Alberta  and  Calgary,  the  majority  of  funding  for  TR  Labs  comes 
from  industry  sponsors,  including  Bell  Northern  Research,  AGT,  ED  TEL, 
NovAtel,  Digital  Equipment  Corp.  and  LSI  Logic  Corp.  TR  Labs’  mandate  is  to 
link  academic  research  with  private  industry.  Industrial  sponsors  can  use  the 
products  or  processes  without  violating  patents,  and  academics  can  commercialize 
their  research  in  a well-funded  atmosphere. 

At  TR  Labs,  graduate  students  work  on  their  theses  in  an  industry-driven  research 
environment.  Industry  representatives  work  with  university  faculty  members  and 
graduate  students  in  such  areas  as  ISDN,  opto-electronics,  network  engineering, 
protocols  and  advanced  circuit  and  software  technologies. 

TR  Labs  keeps  industry  on  the  cutting  edge  of  telecommunications  research  in 
three  areas:  network  systems,  photonics  and  wireless  technology.
